composition is in th e form of a coGm e tic article or composition that is capable of forming a film 
when applied to mammalian skin, hair or nails, and when said cosmetic application is a hair care 
composition, said hair care composition does not have a reshapable effect. 

2. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) The composition cosmetic article of claim 1 , said

3. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) The composition cosmetic article of claim 2, 
wherein said polyisocyanate is a diisocyanate. 

4. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) The composition cosmetic article of claim 2, 
wherein said polyol is a diol. 

5. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) The composition cosmetic article of claim 2, 
wherein said polyol has a number average molecular weight between about 200 and 5,000.

(CURRENTLY AMENDED) The composition cosmetic article of claim 1 further 
comprising ingredients selected from the group consisting of emollients, humectants, other film 
forming polymers, propellants, pigments, dyes, buffers, organic suspending agents, inorganic 
suspending agents, organic thickening agents, inorganic thickening agents, waxes, surfactants, 
plasticizers, preservatives, flavoring agents, perfumes, sunscreen agents, insect repellents, 
vitamins, herbal extracts, skin bleaching agents, hair bleaching agents, skin coloring agents, hair 
coloring agents, antiperspirant agents, deodorant agents, depilating agents, antifungal agents, 
antimicrobial agents, antidandruff agents, antiacne agents, astringents, com removers, callus 
removers, wart removers and combinations thereof. 

13. (PREVIOUSLY ADDED) A composition in the form of an aqueous dispersion 
comprising at least one polyurethane-urea polymer that is functionalized with at least one 
hydrolyzed or hydrolyzable silyl group, wherein said composition is used in cosmetic application, 
and when said cosmetic application is a hair care composition, said hair care composition does 
not have a reshapable effect; 

wherein said composition comprises the reaction product of: 
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(a) at least one isocyanate terminated polyurethane-urea prepolymer comprising the 
reaction product of (i) at least one polyisocyanate, and (ii) at least one polyol; 

(b) at least one polyfunctional chain extender;
